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A Help and Feeder for The Evangel, 





Many may remember the dis- 
cussion in the last Assembly 
over making the Evangel an ad- 
vertising medium to accommo- 
date the business men of the 
Church and as a means of ob- 
taining money to help pay the 
expenses “of the publishing 
house. The friendly discussion 
resulted in referring the matter 
to the General Overseer and the 
Twelve Elders for final decision. 





The subject was before the 
Elders for three or four days, 
and they spent much time in 
careful consideration, and hours | 
in prayer. At last they reluc- 
tantly decided to turn the Evan-| 
gel into an advertising sheet, | 
as it seemed to be the only 
thing to do under the circum-| 
stances. But after the Council 
adjourned the matter was held’ 
before the Lord very earnestly | 
and prayerfully. Some adver- 
tisements were sent in, but no 
public announcement had been 
made that the Evangel would 
carry advertisements, so the 
friends were notified that we 
could not accept advertisements 
at that time. 


Time moved on and it seemed 
that something must be done, 
so the Editor, after much pray- 
er and time of waiting before 
God, decided to ask the breth= 
ren if they would all be willing 
to reconsider the subject with 
the additional question of start- 
ing a new paper. On that very 
day I received a letter from my 
son in New York, with whom I 
was in correspondence about 
some advertising business, and 
in his letter he incidentally sug- 
gested that perhaps after all, it 
might be better to let the Evan- 
gel go on as it is and start a 
new paper. This letter was 
laid aside for the time and about 
noon. Brother Evans came_ to 
my office and remarked that it 
might be better to start a new 
paper to carry advertisements 
and let the Evangel go on as it 
has been for years. At the same 
time he brought a dummy with 
him that we had made several 
months before when we had 
been considering launching a 
new paper. After passing a 
few words the subject was drop- 
ped for the time being. 


That very afternoon Brother 
Llewellyn came into my office 
and inquired about the advertis- 
ing proposition. He wished to 
know what progress we were 
making and when I thought we 
would be ready to start it in the 
Evangel. I gently remarked 
that perhaps it might be better 
to start a new paper to carry 
advertising and let the Evangel 
remain as it has been going for 
years. He became interested at 
once and almost’ enthusiastic 
over the proposition. After 
talking a little while I told him 
I had decided to ask all the El- 
ders if they would not agree to 
a reconsideration of the subject 
with a view to starting a new 
paper instead of putting adver- 
tising in the Evangel. He readi- 
ly endorsed the move and the 
subject was passed over for the 
present. 


~ And all of this occurred in 
one day. I considered this a 
God send and trembled before 
the Lord. I-did not want to 
make any mistake so I sstill 
waited prayerfully before God. 
After a few days I wrote to the 
other brethren and laid the 
matter fully before them, and as 
soon as they had time to pray 
and consider they replied and 





stated that they were highly in 
favor of the new proposition. In 


the meantime Brothers Lemons 
and Haynes came in and I 
talked it over carefully with 
them, and Brothers McLain and 
iilis were already here and had 
expressed themselves. 


Well, to make a long story 
short, all of the Elders, and the 
Publishing committee, fully de- 
cided to continue the Evangel 
without advertisements on its 
pages and start a new paper for 
that purpose. All can see at 
once that this enterprise is not 
the product of a feverish brain, 
or an excited enthusiasm, or at 


la hasty moment, but the deci- 


sion was reached only after 
much prayer, cool-headed de- 
liberation and deep, honest, 
hard thinking. Having reached 
a conclusion in this way we feel 
safe in pushing ahead. The 
cost has all been figured up and 
the plans have been laid deep; 
and while in one sense itis a 
venture, in another sense it is a 
down-right business  proposi- 
tion. 


We now expect the Evangel 
to help in getting the new paper 
started, and then later on we ex- 
pect the new paper to bring in 
some revenue to help carry the 
Evangel. We are now enthusi- 
astic over the decisions reached 
and the whole business con- 
nected therewith. We _ believe 
everybody will be delighted. In- 
stead of having one paper to 
carry the greatest message the 
world has ever known, and drag 
along in debt all the time, we 
will, by the help of God, have 
two great papers to carry the 
message and have enough rev- 
enue behind the business to re- 
lieve us of some of the awful 
burdens we have been carrying 
for years—the debts on the 
Evangel. 


The Subscription Price 


In January it was announced 
that the Evangel would not be- 
come an advertising medium, 
but in order to obtain more rev- 
enue for expenses the subscrip- 
tion price would be advanced to 
one dollar and a half, beginning 
with the first of March. Well, 
after considering the question 
from every angle we decided to 
make the subscription price of 
the new paper one dollar and a 
half a year. This will make 
both papers three dollars a year, 
however, it was also decided 
that one person could have 
both papers for two dollars. 
This proposition figures out a 
fair business deal. 

Now, we want this matter 
fully understood from the start 
that a single subscription of 
each paper is one dollar and 
fifty cents, and both papers to 
one address for one dollar each. 
I feel that our people will all 
want both papers, and that 
means they can still get the 
Evangel for a dollar a year if 
they subscribe for the other pa- 
per also. And at the same time 
they can get the new paper for 
one dollar in this way. 

Now, if I stop here, seme body 
will send me one dollar for the 
new paper and say, “I am a 
subscriber for the Evangel and 
I am now sending one dollar for 
the new paper.” But, LISTEN, 
let me tell you another thing or 
two. In order for you to get 
the two papers for two dollars 
you must send the two dollars 
at the same time and state that 
you are a subscriber for the 
Evangel and we will advance 
your Evangel subscription an- 
other year, and enter your name 
for the new paper also. Now, 
please do not forget this. You 





had better drop back to the 
word in big letters above and 
read it over again so you will 
fully understand the proposi- 
tion. IN THIS WAY ONLY 
CAN YOU GET BOTH PAPERS 
FOR TWO DOLLARS. New 
subscribers can have the same 
advantage granted them that 
are offered to the Evangel sub- 
scribers. All will share alike in; 
this proposition. We must al- 
ways have the two dollars 2ash 
to get the two papers for two 
years. And I consider this a 
liberal proposition when you 
take into consideration the 
value you are getting for the 
two dollars.

The new paper is to be in 
magazine form and of stand- 
ard magazine size. Not less 
than twenty-four pages and 
probably thirty the first issue, 
with an increase of pages as 
business increases and the in- 
terest grows. The reading :mat- 
ter will be first class, and full of 
grace and soul food, as well as 
highly instructive and intensely 
interesting. We have secured 
the services of able contribu- 
tors, who will furnish first class 
articles for every issue, and the 
advertising matter will be a 
high grade, and great care will 
be taken to keep out anything 
that would be hurtful in any 
way. 

The magazine will be a 
monthly at present, but it will 
contain almost, if not quite, 
four times as much material as 
the Evangel. The paper will be 
a good quality, the print plain 
and easy to read. The outside

mine hand to the Gentiles, and 
set up my standard to the peo- 
ple: and they shall bring thy 
sons in their arms, and thy 
daughters shall be carried upon 
their shoulders. And _ kings 
shall be thy nursing fathers, 
and their queens thy nursing 
mothers: they shall bow down 
to thee with their face toward 
the earth, and lick up the dust 
of thy feet; and thou _ shalt 
know that I am the Lord; for 
they shall not be ashamed that 
wait for me.” (Isa. 49:22, 23.) 
Who else could this refer to but 
the great Church of God in the 
last days? Reflect for a mo- 
ment and see if it does not seem 
to you that the name Standard 
is very appropriate, and _per- 
haps planned by God Himself 
away back in eternity before the 
world was. 

But stay, do not stop here!

What does Isaiah say of Sa- 
tan?

What is the meaning of the 
word Lucifer? 

Ans. It means day star. 

Ques. What is one of the stars 
(Venus) sometimes called Sy astro- 
nomers? 

Ans. Lucifer. 


Ques. According to the above and 
many other Scriptures, what do we 
decide that Satan is sometimes 
called? 

Ans. He is referred to as a star. 

Ques. Where is Satan’s throne? 

Ans. Up in the regions of the air. 
He is referred to as the prince of 
the powers of the air. 

Ques. Is he up in the etherial heav- 
ens at the time of the events of this 
chapter? 

Ans. No. He will be on this earth. 
He with all demons having been cast 
down about the time of the starting 
of the red horse. 

Ques. Is it not reasonable to sup- 
pose that this star then is none other 
than Satan? 


Ans. Some will perhaps say no for 
God would not give him the keys of 
the pit. But I say yes. Did not God 
give Satan power over Job and to 
destroy his family and property? The 
calamity brought to Job through Sa- 
tan by God’s permission is a minute 
picture of the great tribulation when 
Satan will call his myriads of demons 
into action against the inhabitants of 
the earth. God permits him to open 
the pit, 

Ques. How does the Syriac have 
it about the star falling? 

Ans. “I saw a star, which fell from 
heaven upon’ the earth.” Notice he 
didn’t say he saw the star falling, but 
the star which fell. Scofield’s Bible 
in the margin says “fallen.” It would 
read like this, I saw the star fallen 
from heaven. The thought is, It is 
a fallen star that is to open the pit. 

Ques. What is the pit or the mean- 
ing of the pit? 

Ans. Pit in this tnstance is taken 
from abussos which has reference to 
the infernal, deep or bottomless pit or 
abyss. 


Ques. To what place aid the de 
mons in the men at the tombs ask 
that Jesus would not send them? 

Ans. Thy asked that they should 
not be sent to the deep. 

Ques. What does deep here mean? 

Ans. As above, this is taken from 
the Greek abussos, meaning bottom- 
less pit. 

Ques. Where were some of the fall- 
en angels, those who kept not their 
estate cast? 

Ans. Peter says they were cast 
down to hell. 2 Peter 2:4. 

Ques. What is the Greek word for 
hell in this instance? 

Ans. It is tartaros. 


Ques. What does tartaros mean? 

Ans. The Lexicon says # means the 
deepest abyss of Hades. 

Ques. If the place, abussos, where 
the demons did not want to go were 
the bottomless pit and tartaros, the 
place where the rebellious angels are 
kept chained, is called the deepest pit, 
what could be deeper than the bot- 
tomless pit?

Doubtless. the great God of heaven is 
sore displeased with many such con- 
fessions and we are not made to won- 
der at the confused condition of the 
world today and we sometimes say, 
“We wonder what next.” These con- 
ditions more firmly establish the fact 
that these are the days of Christian 
progression and the truth of true and 
elevated Christian character is to be 
brought to its highest elevation. In 
order for this task to be accomplished 
it will require an army of soldiers of 
the cross that will fight to the end for 
such high and noble principles and 
that army is now on the battlefield of 
sectarianism and unbelief making a 
charge that has startled the wise and 
prudent and many have already hoist- 
ed the white flag.
